First of all I would like to thank my parents. Who although 
nable to attend today, have always been there for me, trusting me 
) do my best and cheering me on during the good times as well as 
ne bad. 

I would like to thank the teaching staff, without whom I would 
e unable to stand here today or enter college education with 
onfidence. 

I would like to thank the class of 1990 for making these past four 
ears of high school a bonding, supportive, and fun-filled exper- 
nce. 

And last but not least I would like to thank two families who 
jade this past year and graduation a wonderful possibility and 
OW a great reality. 

First, the Bourgelas family who took me under their wing; and 
ho through the last year made me a part of their family and so 
‘equently kept me out of trouble while I concluded my high school 
areer. 

And second, the Thistle family, who also helped me forget the 
neliness of being away from home by extending their love and 
‘iendship to me. 


I have a story to tell. A story of a young man who received a 
worldly education; the story of a traveling student. This story is 
about me. The story begins when I was seven years old and entered 
first grade, everyone remembers their first year of school and so do 
I. My education, however, began a little differently than the first 
days of school most of you here know. 

I started my education in a public school in Poland then a 
country behind the iron curtain oppressed by the Communist Par- 
ty. Because of the political situation my family left Poland and I 
left my school with a strong work ethic that it taught. My travels 
across the globe took me to another country, one of which every- 
body has probably heard of. I continued my middle school educa- 
tion in a public school in Johannesburg, in the Republic of South 
Africa. There, I not only learned math, and science, geography, 
and the exploitation of the black people. It was also there that I 
started my high school education attending a racially segregated 
English speaking public school. 

The racial situation was getting out of hand and my family left 
South Africa and our travels took us across the ocean to the United 
States where I have now finally completed my high school educa- 
tion. I can think of no better place to end my first 12 years of my 
educational career. There is one thing I would like to say about 
coming to Millis here in the U.S. which should sum up my feelings. 
When J arrived I received a surprise, every place I had been before 
I had experienced some kind of oppression. That I could not find 
here. 

When I arrived here I had a dream, a dream that I could one 
day go back home to Poland without being arrested because my 
father had left for political reasons; and that I could go back and 
visit old friends in South Africa without being looked down upon 
because I do not believe in appartheid. And now in 1990, the year I 
graduate it looks as if my dreams will become a reality, and the 
freedom I first encountered in the U.S. has spread to people across 
the world. I hope that I may continue my education in light of that 
freedom and one day help spread it’s force across our world.
